Halifax, July 11.— The Red Cross 
steamer Portia, from New York, bound 
for Halifax, was wrecked last night on 
Big Fish shoal, West of ; the entrance to 
Halifax harbor, without loss of life, ex- 
cept the drowning of an Assyrian boy, 
known only by the name of Basha. The 
escape of all others on board, number- 
ing seventy passengers and a crew of 
thirty-four officers and men, is consider- 
ed as extraordinary, considering the per- 
ilous and exciting incidents accompany- 
ing the wreck. Orders to man life-boats 
and load them with passengers were giv- 
en within a few minutes after the steam- 
er came to a sudden stop on the shoal, 
and fifteen minutes later all the passen- 
gers and members of the crew except the 
unfortunate little Assyrian boy were in 
the life-bouts and nn their way to the 
inner harbor, a mile distant. The ship- 
wrecked people were hospitably received 
by the population of Inner Harbor, nnd 
sheltered until the arrival of a steamer 
to carry them to this city. The disaster 
occurred during a thick fog. while the 
steamer was going slow and using the 
lead. 

Captain Parrel] reports the Portia as 
full of water, and probably a total loss. 
She had a large cargo oil board for Hali- 
fax and Newfoundland. The passengers 
are nearly all summer tourists. 

London, July 11— The British .steamer 
Maria, Captain Stovy, last reported at 
Barcelona on June 20 from Sunderland, 
is reported to have struck on the Island 
of Ushant off the coast of Brittany at 
the entrance of the English channel, 
arid sunk last night, during thick weath- 
er. All on board were saved. 

THE GRAND DUKE'S DEATH. 

Though Long Lookodl For, the End 
Came Somewhat Suddenly. 

London, July 11.— The Prince of Wales 
visited the Grand Duke Michael this ev- 
ening to convey his condolence. Grand 
Duke Michael will remain in England 
until it is decided when and where the 
funeral is to take place. 

The death of the Czurewiteh, though 
quite unexpected, so much so, indeed, 
that his mother, oven, was not with 
him, has caused no surprise, because it 
has long been known that it was impos- 
sible for him to survive, the consump- 
tion with which he suffered having as- 
sumed a serious phase, which compelled 
him to live the life of a confirmed in- 
valid. 

St. Petersburg, July 11.— The Official 
Messenger to-day publishes an imperial 
manifesto worded as follows: "Our 
beloved brother and heir to the throne, 
the Grand Duke George Alexondrdvitch, 
died at Abbas Tuman, June 28 (old 
style). The illness which attacked him 
might, it was hoped, yield to the treat- 
ment initiated and the influence of the 
southern climate, but God willed other- 
wise. In submitting without a murmur 
to the decree of Providence, we call all 
our faithful subjects to share our deep 
sorrow with us and to offer fervent 
prayers for the repose of the soul of our 
departed brother. 

" Henceforth, and so long as it may 
not. please God to bless us with a son, 
tho right of succession to the throne 
evolves, according to the precise defini- 
tion of the law of succession, upon our 
beloved brother, the Grand Duke 
Michael Aloxandroviteh. (Signed) Nicho- 
las."

In color the treasure from these new placer resembles the Cariboo 
product, rather than the Klondike or Alaskan dust

farmers of the district, seal hunters and prospectors with perfect unan- 
imity forsake their several avocations lor the magic task of gold dig- 
ging.

Wlllapa Brings News That 
Seems of Utmost Import- 
ance to Victoria. 



While till the world has been looking 
Klondike/ Cupc Nome, Gulovin Bay 
and other equally remote and inhospit- 
able comers of the globe for gold, the 
precious dust bun, it is said, been wait- 
ing to be won at :i point ou the West 
Coast of this Island, not a hundred 
miles from Victoria by direct lino— and 
if reports be true, in quantity sufficient 
to bring ten thousand miners to the field 
in half a year. 
The news is .sensational, but there 
■ems to be ample evidence nevertheless 
to stamp it as true. 

It is at Wreck Bay, close to Euclue- 
let, and not fur from the tipper entrance 
to Alberni Canal, that the grout discov- 
ery is reported to have been made — a 
point about one-third of the way up the 
Island coast, and a journey of not more 
than 150 miles by water from Victoria.. 
The Willapa passes the spot on every 
trip, and it was on the completion of her 
regular voyuge from the Coast yester- 
day that the news became public. 

With the introductory information of 
the promising Lind, it is no additional 
cause for surprise to learn that practi- 
cidly all tho coast in the immediate 
vicinity has been staked in 80-acre 
claims, with a formal notice on each 
centre-Stake of the locator's intention to 
apply for record 30 days hence. 

The beach is level, although broken 
uwl rock-strewn, both above and below, 
and skirts the Pacific with a mass of 
black sand about live miles north of 
Eucluelet, at a point known locally as 
Wreck Bay, 

That this black sand is rich in gold 
was discovered by Tyee Jack, an Indian 
ident of the Coast, some week 
: it has bin 

ret until the present trip Of the 
steamer, although her officers were 
given a hint that was useful to them on 
he previous voyage. 

From the simple tests that have Urns 
nr been made, it appears that there is 
in abundance of precious metal in the 
rnds. Mr. McKenzie, the storekeeper 
t Dodge's Cove, who was one of the 
first to reach the scene, is reported to 
ave cleaned up .fft in a single day with 
the crudest possible appliances. 

Another miner, .Toe Drinkwater, from 
Clayoquot, took up a pan of the sand 
vaphazard and -washed it in the pres- 
nce of an interested group, the return 
eing $2.40. 

Captain Charles Haekctt, of this city, 
who is on the Coast with the sealing 
schooner Dibble, beard of the finds while 
king for a hnntinjc crew, and struck 
out immediately for thelocality in which 
here seemed to be a prospect of quicker 
fortune. lie paid $50 for a half-interest 
. claim that had been staked the day 
jefore, and is proud or his bargain. 

Then came Captain Vietor .Tacobson 
of the Minnie, who acquired a half-inter- 
in dipt, Hackett's property: and 
Rev. Mr. Hwartnut. one of the best 
nown missionaries ofi the- Coast, who 
i!so invested. 

Bv this time, however, most of the 
beach had been slaked. Settlers to the 
number nt fourteen or fifteen- hud 
swooped " down on the bench almost, 
■a a tiny, located, nnd are now holding 
to their properties in firm belief of their 
richness. 

This war how mutters stood when the 
Willapa left the scene for Victoria. .TuRt 
what the discovery moans to the devel- 
opment of the Coa-st mining field— quartz 



as well as placer— cannot as yet ho esti- 
mated. The natural conclusion ia that 
it will focus the attention of the world 
upon Vancouver Island's mineral re- 
sources, ami to the officers and crew of 
the Willapa it certainly means a rush to 
the Coast. 

The seaboard in the vicinity of Eu- 
cluelet is as a general rule rocky and 
heavily wooded. Just back of the blnek- 
and-gold beach a hill follows the shore 
line at a height of eighty feet o? more, 
while to the north and south some ex- 
cellent quartz propositions 'are being 
worked, 

Still another gold find is reported by 
the Willapa to have been made in the 
vicinity of Alberni, a quartz strike, of 
course— but tho officers of the steamer, 
had not heard particulars.

ISLAND COPPER PROPERTIES. 

An important mining deal was put 
through yesterday by Messrs. Cuthbert 
& Co., by which a syndicate of Chicago 
capitalists secure a large group of cop- 
per claims on the West Coast of' the 
Island. Tin? purchasers are making a 
small cash payment;, with a short-time 
option on the balance, but in the mean- 
time are making all arrangements to 
put u strong force of men on actual de- 
velopment work. The intention is to 
spend at least $10,000 within the next 
few months in thoroughly prospecting 
the ground, ami if this work is satis- 
factory machinery will he installed to 
thoroughly develop the entire property, 
even to the erection of a smelter. Messrs. 
Cuthbert & Co., who intend paying a 
great deal of attention to West Coast 
properties, are also engaged in the lor- 
matlon of a company to work two other 
promising groups of claims upon which 
shipping ore is now being taken out. 

OTHER NEARBY MINES. 

Mr. William Lorimer returned yester- 
day from C! onion river, where he i.s inter- 
ested in some valuable mining proper- 
ties. The prospects, he says, were never 
better, lots of work being done on the 
claims. He has three men at work 
opening up the lead on his property, and 
at the Newton camp a similar number 
of men are uncovering an 18-foot vein. 
Mr. Lorimer is enthusiastic over the fu- 
ture of the Gordon river district. 



A CAPTAIN'S MISFORTUNE. 

Was in Sight of Voluntary Retirement 
When He Cast Great Ship 
Upon the Bocks. 

New York, July 11.— Manager Clement 
A. Griscom of the American line said 
that Captain Watkins of the stranded

The Paris 

Floats Again. 



German Salvers Have Unex 
pected Success With Great 
American Liner. 



Dragged Clear of the Rocks 
and Starting in Tow 
for Falmouth. 



By Associated Press. 

Loudon, July 11. — The salvagers have 
niovud the Anioriean Liue steamer Paris 
astern for a distance of 150 yards, and 
have shifted the vessel's position slightly 
to the eastward. They hope to he able 
to get the afterstoke tires alikht. The 
Paris is now clear of the roeks. The 
sea is smooth, but a heavy fog prevails 
to-night. 

The German salvagers are elated at 
their unexpected success. The Paris 
has been weighted with nearly 1,000 
tons (if granite nt the stern, with a view 
of hoisting her bows free from the rock. 
The divers had difficulty in getting at 
the rock, and this was the reason for the 
tentative effort to move her. 

Several tugs from Falmouth proceeded 
to the scene, but the Germans were not 
anxious for their assistance, offering the 
largest tug only £5 for towage, an offer 
which was promptly refused. 

Unless something unforeseen occurs, 
the Paris will be towed to Falmouth to- 
morrow, and if on inspection her condi- 
tion warrants it, she will be taken to 
Southampton or to some other dock for 
repairs. 

BNDBA VORBUS GO LT.OME-. 

The Rulers of Their Countries Told of 
the Voting People's Great Success. 

Detroit, July 10.— The tenth interna- 
tional convention of the Christian ■En- 
deavor closed to-night amid scenes of im- 
pressive solemnity, and the utterances 
of the last words by the president and 
secretary 111 each of the great tents re- 
spectively, followed by responses from 
each state and country represented, and 
the last orations from M. E. Bishop Yin- 
cent of Kansas and Evangelist Ohnpmnn 
of New York. The following messages 
were read in both tents, the reading of 
the cablegram from Hon. Andrew D. 
White, president of the American peace 
commissioners at The Hague, being 
heard amid storms of applause: 
"The American Peace Commission, The 
Hague. 

"Twenty-eight thousand American and 
Canadian Christian Kndeavorers now as- 
sembled in international convention at 
Detroit, represent two and a half mil- 
lion enthusiasts for peace and arbitra- 
tion. Great peace meeting held. All 
wish you God-speed." 

"To President "William McKinley, Wash- 
ington, D. C. 
"Twenty-eight thousand American and 
Canadian Christian Rndeavorers assem- 
bled in international convention received 
with hearty enthusiasm yuur kind mes- 
sage, and pray for God's richest bless- 
ing iiiion you, your administration and 
the great republic of which you are the 
thief magistrate." 

"To Ilis Excellency Lord Minto, Otta- 
wa. Canada: 
"The Christian Endenvorers of Can- 
ada and America in international con- 
vention assembled, representing two and 
iine-half millions of young people, are 
drawing closer the bonds of international 
fellowship and pray fur God's blessing 
upon yourself and your groat. Domin- 
ion."

THE ATLIN MUDDLE. 

Onr special correspondent at Atlin in 
his letter, which we print to-day, directs 
attention to four points which he thinks 
the provincial government ought to have 
settled long ago. These are: 

Will claims Btaked and recorded under 
the impression that Atlin was in the 
Northwest Territory be allowed? 

If these stakings are allowed, will the 
locator be allowed 250 feet or bo com- 
pell to accept 100 feet, and if the latter, 
how shall the allotments be made? 

Will the rights of claimants who were 
improperly refused records be recog- 
nized? 

What shall constitute the side line of 
a creek claim? 

It seems vers- clear, as our correspond- 
ent says, that there is no good reason 
Khy these points should not have been 
settled months ago. We think that pos- 
sibly the fourth question is one to which 
the attention of the government may not 
have been directed. " Creek diggings " 
are defined in the Placer Mines act to be 
" Any mine in the bed of any river, 
stream or ravine excepting bar dig- 
gings." This is not -very definite, but it 
haB been the law for a good many years 
and we are not disposed to object too 
urgently because a more accurate de- 
scription has not been given. It is clear 
that there is need for very much greater 
certainty of description. 

The other points ought to have been 
disposed of last fall. When Atlin was 
first discovered there was a difference 
of opinion as to what government had 
jurisdiction over it. The Mounted Police 
claimed it to be in the Northwest Terri- 
tories; the British Columbia authori- 
ties claimed it to be in this province, and 
subsequently this claim was found to be 
correct. Meanwhile a number of claims 
bad been staked by persons under the 
bona fide belief that the district was not 
in British Columbia. We do not say 
that a man who staked a claim there 
believing it to be in the Northwest Terri- 
tory has any legal standing against one 
who acted on the assumption that the 
district was in this province. He made 
a. mistake, and most people have to take 
the consequences of their mistakes. The 
wrong on the part of the government 
consisted in the omission to declare long 
ago that these 250-foot stakings would 
not bo recognized, that is, if they ara 
not to be recognized. One of the first 
questions asked, when the final decision 
as to jurisdiction was reached, was as 
to these claims staked under the Domin- 
ion regulations. We submit that the 
government should have forthwith de- 
clared what value these possessed. 

In regard to those claimants who were 
improperly refused records, there ought 
to have been a declaration of policy as 
soon as the government learned of the 
refusals. There appears to have been 
seme decidedly indefensible action in 
this regartl on the part of Commissioner 
Rant, and the government .can hardly 
have been ignorant of It. 

Our correspondent also directs atten- 
tion again to the rule as to the ?25 de- 
posit by persona seeking the intervention 
of Mr. Justice Irving for the settlement 
of disputes. If successful applicants 
are to have the fee taxed to them as 
costs and made collectable from the un- 
successful parties, and if the government 
afterwards refunds the successful party 
his $25, the case will be one of a double 
recouping, which would be unreasonable. 
We think it greatly to be regretted that 
the government did nOt authorize Judge 
Irving to refund the fee to nil successful 
applicants. The loss of his own deposit 
is in* many cases about ns severe a pen-

THE POLITICAL SITUATION. 

Nowithstauding all that has appeared 
in the press, and the llood of rumors on 
the street, the political situation remains 
unchanged. There is really nothing new 
to be said. The government having tak- 
en the extraordinary course of summon- 
ing a caucus of their supporters during 
the legislative recess, it goes without say- 
ing that matters must remain in statu 
quo temporarily, at least. Mr. Martin 
ia absent from the city. Rumor assigns 
several explanations for his absence*, but 
probably the true one is that his presenc 
in Victoria pending the arrival of the 
Lieutenant-Governor would be embar- 
rassing. It is, however, somewhat singu- 
lar that he should have selected the pros 
ent time for a holiday, for his political 
fences must need looking after. As far 
as can be gathered from the talk of 
the street, the majority of people in Vic- 
toria have no special desire to see nn 
other general election, and the suggestion 
that federal lines should be resorted to 
in the event of au election meets with 
hardly any favor. If there is one senti 
ment more general than another in this 
city, it is that the result of the prosent 
crisis may be the installation in power of 
a truly representative British Columbia 
government. If the people of the Main- 
land could be brought into close touch 
with public sentiment here, they would 
realize how very fully the people are 
in harmony with this sentiment. The 
absence of Messrs. Turner and Baker in 
England and Messrs. Irving, Clifford and 
McBride in Atlin may be mentioned in 
this connection. There is no foundation 
for the report that a coalition is being 
arranged. 

THE IRON INDUSTRY. 

The Colonist yesterday presented a 
mass of very interesting matter bearing 
upon the resources of this province in 
iron ore, and the probable future of the 
iron industry on this coast. We are glad 
to learn from private sources that sev- 
eral parties, who do not at present de- 
sire to make their plans public, have in 
contemplation the establishment in Brit- 
ish Columbia of extensive iron plants. 
There are also one or two concerns which 
are proposing the erection of establish- 
ments in the State of Washington, and 
becoming extensive purchasers of our 
ore. What is most to be desired is that 
smelting furnaces shall be put up in 
our own province. We are quite aware 
that the present high rate of wages ia 
an obstacle to such undertakings here. 
The local demand is not great enough to 
warrant the erection of extensive works, 
and if we have to compete in the open 
markets of the world it will be necessary 
to equalize the cost of production. How 
this can best be done, and at the same 
time enable the workmen to earn a liv- 
ing wage is a matter for those who in- 
vest here to determine. The existing 
high rate of wages, that is, comparative- 
ly high in relation to what is paid in 
Eastern Canada, is due to the greatei 
cost of living, and this in turn is attrib- 
utable to the short domestic supply of 
food products. If British Columbia is 
ever to become a manufacturing prov- 
ince, its agricultural resources will first 
have to be more fully developed than at 
present. But these observations are of 
general application. They may or maj 
not apply specially to the iron industry. 
If they do, possibly some way may be 
found of equalizing conditions so that 
iron produced here can be sold in compe- 
tition with the product of European fur- 
naces. It is very satisfactory to know 
that some persons who have given the 
subject careful investigation are satis 
fied that this can be done, and then 
seems to be a good prospect that at at, 
early day British Columbia iron mineh 
may become an important factor in out 
provincial prosperity

The governor of this ancient but. evi- 
dently flourishing corporation is to be 
much congratulated, not only upon the 
personal success which he has achieved, 
but upon the prosperity of the company 
in its 229th year, as well as upon the 
able administration ami faithful service 
of the onieers of the company in this 
country. 

The story from New York that there 
is likely to be trouble over the Alaskan 
boundary is all moonshine. The silly 
seuson is at its height in the United 
States just now.

This 
matter conies home very closely to the 
merchants of British Columbia.

We print :i synopsis of the annual re- 
port of the Hudson's Bay Company. Tint 
great corporation has its ramificutions 
all over this great Dominion, except 
three small Eastern provinces. Its post* 
are found all the way from the Atlantic 
coast of Labrador to Victoria, and from 
the International boundary to the Arc- 
tic ocean. When, therefore, the company 
makes as splendid a showing as it does 
on this report, and attributes it in part 
to the general prosperity of thu»country, 
we can ask no bettor proof that good 
times are general all over Canada. Th 
Manitoba Free Press makes the following 
interesting observations in connection 
with the presentation of this report: 

The Free Press publishes to-duy the 
report of the Hudson's Bay Company, 
the pioneer institution of the country, 
and oldest trading corporation of the 
world. The profits declared are ex- 
ceptionally good, and especially so foi 
a company that a few years ago was 
looked upon by some ns utmost mori- 
bund.

DEADMAN'S ISLAND SCANDAL. 

Three Majors-General Had Advised 
Against Lease Dr. Bordeu So 
Hurriedly Granted.

The Deadmau's Island controversy at Van 
COUVer has got Into the law courts, nnd 
may safely be left there, so far as the 
merits of the dispute are concerned; but the 
publication of the correspondence does. not 
reveal the minister of mllltla In the light 
of perfect iunoence In which he has hither- 
to uppeured. It has been usual to regard 
hlni as the unwritten victim of nn enter 
prising American, who has the help of an 
Influential and determined lawyer, Mr. 
Joseph Martin, nnd n not too scrupulous 
member of parliament. But official record 
makes It clear that the minister of mlll'Ia 
cannot he absolved on the ground of iguo 
once. Dr. Borden had on Hie in his de- 
partment the opinions of three successive 
general officers commanding the Canadian 
mllltla that the Island was of value for 
defensive purposes. Mr. Ludgute was by 
no moans the first capitalist who considered 
the site a desirable one. -An application 
was made so long ago as 1888, and was 
rejected because General MIddletou re- 
ported that the Island "might prove to be 
of Immense value when the general scheme 
of defence came to be considered." 

There was a second application in 18!XS, 
which was also rejected; General Gascolgne 
was unable to recommend Its acceptance, 
for reasons which he thus set forth: 

From the enclosed correspondence, nnd 
after examination of the plans of the prop 
erty referred to, I would strongly endorse 
the conclusion arrived at by Major-General 
MIddleton In his minute of 23rd April, 1888, 
us to the value of this Island In connection 
with the defence of Vancouver, and am 
therefore of opinion that no occupation by 
private parties or business corporations 
should be permitted. 

When Mr. Ludgute made his application 
a few months ago, the present commanding 
officer, Major-General Ilutton, was appealed 
to, and wrote as follows; after quoting the 
opinion of General MIddleton, ulready men 
tloued: 

In face of the opinion of this dlstlnguahed 
officer I cannot recommend, without a 
personal Inspection, the bui ender of Dead- 
man's Island for the purposes required. 
It Is Impossible for me with the miueriuls 
at my disposal, and with no maps of re- 
ference of an adequate kind, to give any 
military opinion upon this question which 
would he of value. 

Having In view the Increasing importance 
of Vancouver in the future, aud the neces- 
sity for ltR adequate defence, I consider 
that It would be highly lnadvlsnble to close 
nny lease of the nature Indicated until It 
was made quite clenr that the Island In 
question would not be required for some 
portion of the defence. 

It 1b my intention, with the concurrence 
of the mlnlBter, to visit Vancouver for the 
purpose of military Inspection In April next. 
I could then, after u personal Investigation 
on the ground, record my views of the 
present sltuntlon of the defence, which, 
having In view modern change., rulglt be 
modified from that recorded by Sir Fred- 
erick MIddleton in 1888. 

The minister of mllltla decided that he 
could not wait for General Hutton to make 
nn Inspection, and obtained from Admiral 
Pnlliaer, by >»Iogrnm, a declaration of opin- 
ion thnt he could not see that the Island 
would ever be required for purposes of 
defence. Ah the Islnnd Is only Hepnrated 
by n few feet of water from the Mainland, 
It appears to bo conceivable thnt It might 
be useful for purposes of land defence, of 
which the ndmlrnl might be Ignorant. There 
certainly seems to be no good reason for 
allowing an off-hand opinion In n telegram 
to overwelgh thei deliberate Judgment of

Genernla MIddleton and Gascolgne. But 
the telegram proved good enough for the 
minister of milltln, and by consequence 
for Major-General Hutton, who, after an 
Interview with the minister, withdrew hia 
objection to the lease, which only two days 
before he had said he could not recommend 
without a personal Inspection of the site. 
It would hardly he fair to condemn the 
commanding officer for giving way; It Is 
evident he was forced to bow, against his 
own better judgment, to the wishes of his 
minister. But, except for the sake of 
pleasing an Important member of parlia- 
ment, It Is hard to see why Dr. Harden 
should have been In such a terrible hurry. 
The department had not a great deal to 
guln, for the rent payable under the lease 
Is only $500 a year, and the property Is one 
of seven and a half acres, worth, at a mod- 
erate estimate, according to the mayor of 
Vancouver, from $75,000 to $100,000. The 
citizens of Vancouver objected to the lease 
because it took from them part of their 
pleasure grounds and planted a sawmill 
In the midst of a beautiful pnrk. The pro- 
vincial government claimed that they were 
the rightful owners of the property and 
that the Dominion authorities had no Tight 
to deal with It. There was every reason 
for delay, nnd before the business Is through 
Dr. Borden will probnbly wish that he had 
been less eager to oblige a supporter of the 
government, and more anxious about the 
public Interests Involved. •

The following is the annual report of 
the governor and committee of the 
Hudson's Buy Company for the year 
ending May 31: 

" The governor and committee beg to 
submit to the proprietors the annual 
accounts, which show a profit of £125,- 
595 0s. lid.', as compared with £09,373 
7s, 9d- last your. This result has been 
arrived' at from a combination of ex- 
ceptionally favorable circumstances, 
namely: 1. A considerable rise in the 
prices of nearly all descriptions of furs. 

2. Increased profits on the general busi- 
ness of the company, arising partly 
from the recent gold discoveries, and 
partly from the improved conditions of 
trade; throughout the whole of Canada. 

3. Larger receipts from the sales of land 
due to the increased prosperity of the 
farming industry of Manitoba and the 
Northwest Territories. 

"To the profit of £155,595 9s. lid. 
has to be added the sum of £20,372 10s. 
10d., brought forward from last year, 
making a total of £151,908 9s. Od. 

"Out of this sum the committee recom- 
mend the payment of a dividend of 13s. 
per share and a bonus of 7s. per share, 
free of income tax, making £1 per share 
and absorbing £100,000. 

"The committee further recommend 
that a sum of £10,000 be set aside from 
tlio profits of the year towards the for- 
mation of a provident fund for the em- 
ployees of the company.

The Baptists of this province are 
about to make -their contribution 
towards the promotion of higher educa- 
tion. Representatives of the denomina- 
tion from all parts of the province have 
met ut Vancouver in convention, and 
among other projects of interest have 
decided to organize a college where not 
only Baptist boys and girls, but those 
connected with other denominations will 
be able to enjoy something of the ad- 
vantages of higher education. 

The project has been under considera- 
tion for several years, but until now the 
conditions have not seemed ripe for any 
more decided step. 

Now, however, a number of circum- 
stances seem to indicate that the time 
has about come for action. There is a 
widespread conviction among the Bap- 
tists throughout the province that au 
educational institution that will give the 
beginnings of university training to 
British Columbia youth is a present ne- 
■ssity. 

The first contribution towards the 
endowment of such au institution was 
made by Mr. John Sluggett, who, while 
at the Vancouver convention, stated his 
readiness to convey to the education 
.board twenty acres of. his choicest land, 
bordering on the beautiful Sannich Arm, 
to be used for the purpose of founding 
a college. The present value of this 
gift is about $2,500. 

Other large contributions ure promised 
from members of the denomination, as 
well as from others not identified with 
the Baptists, so that it is confidently 
expected that it will not be long before 
a college will be built and resident teach- 
ing undertaken. 

Whore the location of the college will 
be has not yet been determined, us Mr. 
Sluggett's gift does not carry with it the 
condition that it must be located on the 
section of land which he has given:

until their building is erected before be- 
ginning work. They have already out- 
lined their institution, which they have 
named Pacific College, and have elected 
A. J. I'ineo, M. A., of the Victoria High 
school, president. The course of study 
is being outlined as far as the end of 
the second university year. A faculty 
of instructors will be appointed, who 
will, for the present and until college 
work is undertaken, assist the students 
by correspondence and occasional lec- 
tures at central points. 

'Affiliation will be sought with MeMas- 
ter University, of Toronto, whose exam- 
ination standards will be adopted. It is 
therefore expected that students who 
complete satisfactorily the two years' 
course of Pacific College will be per- 
mitted to ented the third university year 
of McMaster or Acadia or any other 
Canadian university. 

In addition to the college course there 
will be outlined as preparatory to it a 
matriculation course. The examinations 
in connection with this preparatory 
course will be conducted by the college 
instructors, and matriculation certifi- 
cates will be granted to successful candi- 
dates. 

It is of course expected that at no very 
distant date Pacific College will developo 
into a well-equipped university, with its 
four-year courses in arts and practical 
science. 

History is being made in this Pacific 
province of Canada with astonishing 
rapidity; and with our present rate of 
influx of population and our absence of 
higher educational advantages, the de- 
velopment of this institution and of 
others of a similar character upon a sub- 
stantial basis cannot be too rapid.

A VIRGIN WILDERNESS. 

White Pass Railway Explorers Discover 
an Unmapped Sportsmen's 
Paradise. 

II. R. LeFcvre, of the- engineering 
department of the White Pass & Yukon 
railway, has reached Skagway after a 
hard trip up tlu> Watson river and 
along the foot-hills to the Fifty-Mile, 
below White Horse rapids. Most of 
the country through which his party 
passed is entirely new to map-makers, 
and no signs of trails, mess debris, chop- 
ping or other evidence of previous visita- 
tion could be found. 

As a consequence a number of import- 
ant streams, lakes and prairies were dis- 
covered and named. Some of the lakes 
are quite large and teeming with trout. 
These were caught in numbers by 
tlirowing^jn a common pickerel trolling 
hook, attached to a line, and then haul- 
ing it ashore. It was seldom that such 
a cast failed to land a fish. 

In appearance these fish are very like 
mountain trout, but somewhat lighter in 
color. Murray II. Strong, the topo- 
grapher of the party, says they are 
identical with the trout of the Adiron- 
dack lake region. 

The lower lands of the country ex- 
plored are almost entirely devoid of rock 
and show no signs of mineral. On the 
Firry-Mile river declivity the country 
is cut up with large pot-holts. Many of 
these contain lakes of the purest water, 
that gleam in the sunlight in green, 
azure and darjc blue, according to their 
depths. A curious peculiarity lies in 
the fact that their outlets and inlets are 
altogether subterranenn. They receive 
their supply from the bottoms of lakes 
above, nnd their overflow percolates 
through their lower banks to lakes be- 
low. 

The country swarms with ducks, snipe 
and other' waterfowl. Much fresh sign 
of bear, moose, caribou and mountain 
sheep was seen throughout the country, 
but the noise attendant upon the work 
of the party gave the big game oppor- 
tunity to get. away, although J. J. De- 
Vault, killed one giant cinnamon after a 
desperate knife battle.

MEDALS FOR LIFE-SAVING. 

Two Sidney Men to Have Their Suc- 
cessful Courage Recognized. 

Galiaho, July 10. — Capt. George John- 
son and F. Norris, proprietor of the Sid- 
ney hotel, who were the means of sav- 
ing two lives from drowning in January 
last, have been notified of the intention 
of the Canadian Royal Humane Society 
to present medals in recognition of the 
promptitude aud courage displayed in 
effecting the rescue. The circumstances 
connected with the accident were stated 
at the time, but will stand repetition. 
William Deighton and Sydney Hamil- 
ton, who were then living on Sidney 
Island, attempted to cross over to Sid- 
ney, a distance of live miles, in two 
row boats lushed together and laden 
down with hogs, grain, etc. When hulf 
way across the channel a heavy gale 
sprang up (the commencement of the 
heavy weather experienced last winter), 
and in order to save the craft from sink-; 
ing, as henvy seas were washing over 
the boats, it was deemed advisable to 
cut the lashings and abandon the Lont.s 
containing the heaviest cargo. Directly 
the boats separated both capsized. This 
occurred nearly one and a half miles 
from shore. Capt. Johnson, who hail 
been watching the sail from the com- 
mencement of the trip, and seeing it dis- 
appear, hurriedly secured thr? assist- 
ance of Mr. Norris. and both without 
hesitation launched a small boat cap- 
nble of holding only three persons with 
safetv, and put off to the scene of the 
mishap. After hard rowing mid bat- 
tling with the heavy sea and bend wind, 
they arrived just in time to save Hamil- 
ton! who bad managed to maintain a 
grasp of one of the upturned RkifTs, but 
who could have held on for but a few 
minutes longer, as be was being seized 
with cramps and it was with difficulty 
and extreme danger that he was dragged 
into the rescue boat. Hie heavy rolling 
of the sea making the task a hazardous 
one. Deighton, who was clinging to 
the other skiff, was then attended to. 

It is the intention of the people of 
Sidney to make a public presentation or 
these" medals, in accordance with the 
wisli of the Royal Humane Society that 
the awarding of these souvenirs be 
made in as public a manner as possible- 
Mr. J. Critchley, postmaster at Sidney, 
is making all necessary arrangements, 
and the pleasing event will take place at 
a near date. Capt. Johnson, Bhicc he 
has resided at Sidney, has been the 
means of saving seven other lives from 
drowning.

Sensation 



Mrs. and Mrs. J. R. Rathom, 
Late of Victoria, Principals 
in a Mystery. 



A Sequel to the Botkin Case 
That Presents Many Unique 
Complicetions. 



San Franoisco has a brand nc-\v sen- 
aation. That in itself would perhaps be 
^uite sufficient to command special at- 
tention were it not for the fact that 
two former Victorians are playing lead- 
ing roles in tlie mysterious drnnia now 
upon the boards. They are *£r. and 
Mrs. John R. Itathom, the fornaer an 
ex-aneniber of the Colonist staff, and his 
wife a daughter of Mrs. J. A. DeVeulle, 
of Yutes street, who went down to, San 
Francisco by the Walla Walla last 
Saturday evening. 

Briolly the plot of the sensation is 
this: Rathom and Iris wife had lived 
huppily together until the appearance on 
the scene of oae Florence Campbell, a 
young lady of somewhat attractive per- 
sonality who posed pathetically as 
" alone in the cruel world," and to 
whom Itathom proceeded to pay marked 
attention. 

For a time she and Mrs. Rathom were 
close friends, the comradeship between 
the two women continuing until the wife 
had ample reason to believe that her 
husband had transferred his affections 
to the younger woman. Then there was 
a period of indecision, and subsequeutly 
Itathom deserted his wife and made 
Miss Campbell his constant companion. 

Affairs were in this position on the 
30th ultimo, when Miss Campbell re 
ceived through the mail a little package 
of candied cherries, which after express- 
ing some curiosity as to the identity of 
the sender, she proceeded to sample — her 
friend, Miss Elsie . Scheid, being also 
invited to partake. Fortunately neither 
ate many, for sickness ensued, and a 
chemical analysis of the candies showed 
that the little basket, in the words of 
the chemist, " contained enough arsenic 
to. kill a herd of cows." 

The address was indisputably in. the 
handwriting of Mrs. Rathom, and the 
inference would be that she adopted the 
course pursued by Mrs. Botkin, in the 
hope of causing the death of the woman 
whom she might well blame for the 
wreck of her domestic life. 

This is not the view of the matter 
taken by the police, however, and the 
.presentation of the case by the Exam- 
iner would lead to the half conclusion 
that the favored theory is that Rathom 
lumsclf secured possession of an en- 
velope addressed by Mrs. Rathom to 
Miss Campbell previous to the conclusion 
of their friendly relations, and sent the 
poisoned candies himself — with no inten- 
tion of their being eaten, but to secure a 
weapon wherewith to frighten his wife 
into either consenting to a divorce, or. 
leaving the state. 

Up to the Tth instant (last Friday) 
there had been no arreBt. but '.he case, 
its' similarity in some respects to the 
famous Botkin matter, and the. various 
solutions of the mystery that have been 
put forward, was then the chief topic of 
•conTersation for San Franciscans. 

Chief of Police Lees appears to have 
found a solution satisfactory to himself 
-at least, for after a long iaterview with 
Rathom he is reported to have said: 

" The candy was never intended to 
kill any one, and was not sent by Mrs. 
Rathom." 

Mrs. Rathom, it appears, had made 
iimny complaints to her friends of her 
husband's attention to Miss Campbell 
several months ago, but at that time 
husband and wife were still living to- 
gether. Later he left her, and, accord- 
ing to the statements of all parties con- 
cerned, he has since been giving most of 
his .attentions to Miss Campbell. 

Strange as it may seem, the women 
did not .become enemies. Until a very 
short time ago they were good friends 
and wrote letters to each other. It is 
from one of these letters that the ad- 
dress on the basket of candy appears to 
have been cut, and for which act the 
police are now trying to discover who 
is .responsible, They are also trying to 
discover somewhere a motive which any 
one .other than Mrs, Itathom could have 
for sending such a package, the police 
having abandoned all idea that Mrs. 
Raihom is responsible, or that any one 
intended to take life. 

" The only scheme seems to have been 
to do something which might reflect 
back and do damage to some one," said 
Chief Lees, in response to an iuquiry. 

The inference was that the damage 
intended was for Mrs. Rathom. He 
would not say it in so many words; 
neither .would he. deny it. 

Miss ..Campbell in a published inter- 
view details minutely the circumstances 
connected with the receipt of the candy, 
the illness of herself and Mrs. Sohcib 
subsequently to eating of it, and the 
steps that she took (through Rathom) to 
necure an analysis of the candies. In 
concluding her statement she snys: 

•' 1 don't accuse anyone of this crime. 
Mr. Rathom and I have been friends for 
a long time, and until recently his wife 
felt more flutn kindly toward me. Sud- 
denly, a few months ago, for some rea- 
son unknown to me, Mrs. Rathom'fi 
friendship clanged and «ho became very 
bitter toward me, and from that time 
until now fthe has acted unkindly 
toward mC 'Our frequent letters were 
friendly in tone, and Bhe never wrote 
anything ia the nature of a threat 
against me." 

Rathom In bi^tOTy acknnwledges that 
Miss Oainpbeii was the direct cause of 
the estrangement between himself and 
his wife, and further that the address 
on the package of poisoned candy is In 
his wife's hand writing. She acknow- 
ledged the writing, but denies sending 
the package. Uftthom also stoutly as- 
m-rts her innocence jmd that of Miss 
Cnmpbell, but he declines' to admit or 
deny whether or not he sent, the package 
himself. ilia wife had written several 
letters to Miss Campbell. The address 
on the box was part of one of the en- 
velopes mailed by Knthom'H wife to his 
sweetheart That envelope was avail- 
able to Rathom, Miss Campbell and 
possibly sonic of the Scheib household. 
The person who pasted on the candy bos 
the address written by Mrs. Iliithom 
in one of her letters to Miss Campbell, 
F ent the poisoned package. 

Rathom distinctly and emphatically 
affirms hia conviction that neither his 
wife nor vet Miss Campbell knt'W any- 
thing of the sending of the poisoned 
candv. Ho also denies that there 
has 'beoa on open rupture between 
himselr nnd hif wife, or that 
he desired. * •Urorw or B«pnra- 



tion. In concluding his statement 
to the press, Rathom says; 

"Old Schreik saw me yesterday (July 
(5), and told me this whole thing could he 
hushed up oa these couditious: First, 
that my wife should sign a statement 
saying she had deserted me. That would 
enable me to secure a divorce on that 
ground, said Schrelb; second, that she— 
my wife— was to pay $50 for Mrs. 
Schreib's sickness, then that my wife 
should leave the state at once. Schrelb 
said he had inteuded to go to her— my 
wife — yesterday afternoon, and tell her 
that he knew where she had bought the 
arsenic; that he knew where she had 
bought the basket, and the cherries, and 
that everything looked very black against 
her: that it was her handwriting on the 
package, and the best thing she could 
do was to sign a. statement and get 
out. 

"When Schreib told me these things I 
decided some very vigorous measures 
were necessary. I went the second time 
to the chief of police, for I thought the 
time had come for an investigation. I 
made an appointment to see Lees 
to-day. I don't see what mo- 
tive Schreib had in getting my 
wife out of the way. Miss 
Campbell and Mrs. Schreib nro not close 
friends. Mrs. Schreib has never given 
her a 5-cent piece. I understand she did 
tell Miss Campbell that after this di- 
vorce had been obtained, she couliLlive 
with the Schreihs until she was ready to 
go East. Schreib's motive in getting my 
wife out of the way was not to give Miss 
Campbell a clear held with me. I don't 
know what his motive was. I never in- 
tended to get a divorce. All my desires 
have been the other way. 

"Then it may have been a job to scare 
your wife out of the state, 1 ' was sug- 
gested. 

"Exactly. Schreib's propisition was 
made to me in bis house about 2:30' p. m. 
yesterday. He telephoned me several 
times, and said I must come up to see 
him. He added that the thing must be 
brought to a head. When I saw him he 
made the proposition about going to my 
wife, as I have already told you. I 
was stunned when he made the state- 
ment. I ashed him what business it was 
of his. Then I left him. I have told 
Chief Lees everything I know about 
the case." 

Louis Schreib, when told of Rathom's 
version of the interview between them, 
denounced the statement as absolutely 
untruthful. 

"That is false," said Schreib; "I never 
told Rathom that I intended going to his 
wife and accusing her of sending the 
candy; nor did I say I would demand 
from her ?50 nnd a written statement 
that she would grant Rathom a divorce. 
" did not see Rathom yesterday. I saw 
him Inst Monday or Tuesday. He then 
admitted to me that the address on the 
package was in the handwriting of his 
wife. He said to me: 'Say nothing 
about this. I do not want to prosecute 
her.' 

"I fluid: 'That don't go. I nm under 
$50 expenses arising from my wife's 
sickness, and all on your account. I 
must have -satisfaction. I think some- 
thing should bo done In this matter. 
Your wife sent that box to my house.' 

"He said the whole thing was his 
fault, and admitted 1 should get some 
satisfaction, but he said he had no mon- 
ey, nor had his wife. He said: 'How 
arc you going to get satisfaction?' 

"After a long talk l said to him: 'If 
you don't want to prosecute your wife, 
why not get her to sign a statement 
saying that she has no claim on you, 
and is willing to give you a divorce? 
Thus you can get rid nf the whole 
business.' 

"He said he would think about it. I 
have not seen him since, 

"Rathom's statement that I would al- 
low Miss Campbell to remain in my 
house until he got a divorce is not true. 
I would not have that woman in my 
house if she paid me $50 a week. When I 
came here on November 2 last Rathom 
and Miss Campbell were living here 
as man and wife. He introduced hor 
us his wife, and letters came to her ad- 
dressed 'Mrs. Rathom.' Of course we 
thought they were -married. We knew 
nothing to the contrary until Miss Camp- 
bell told my wife that they were not mar- 
ried. Early in March they left here. 
Since then Miss Campbell's mail has 
come here. She ashed mo to say noth- 
ing about her -affair with Rathom, be- 
cause she did not want her people in the 
East to lenm of it." 

Mrs. Rathom has not yet made a de- 
tailed statement of her connection with 
the case, having been in a highly ner- 
■vjtms condition since the outset of the 
sensational developments above chroni- 
cled, It is understood to be part of 
her mother's mission to Snn Francisco 
to bring her unhappy daughter back to 
Victoria. 

Of itathom himself, little need ho said 
to recnll his personality to Victorians. 
He came here from Australia some ten 
or twelve years -ago, nnd soon proved 
himself n man of -strange contradictions. 
He had many failings that-made him en- 
emies, but at the same time none could 
escape admission of his brilliancy and 
talent in his chosen profession. On re- 
moving to the wider sphere of Ran Fran- 
cisco, he soun demonstrated that he 
could command a favored place there, 
his work in connection with the Butler 
murder case, the Corbitt-Fitzsimmons 
light (the result of 'which he predicted to 
the exnet round of its conclusion), and 
subsequently the Cuban campaign, made 
him a person of no little celebrity. On 
returning: from the Island he spent some 
months in Victoria recuperating, his do- 
mestic relations at that time being ap- 
parently unclouded. His conversation 
was, however, at times, strange and dis- 
torted, leading almost to the conclusion 
that the fever from Which he had just 
recovered had in some degree impaired 
his mind. Leaving hero on that oc- 
casion, he returned to his position on the 
Chronicle, which paper claimed him as 
one of the most capable members of its 
staff.

I will vote for the motion of the 
honorable member for Ficton, not be- 
cause I support all that his motion con- 
tains or the position he takes, in every 
particular, but because I wish to place 
before the house aud the country, in the 
most emphatic manner possible, my de- 
sire that the offences which have been 
committed against the pioneers of the 
Yukon by certain othcinls of the govern- 
ment should be punished, and punished 
as severely as possible, as the result of 
any investigation that may be held. 
I consider that it is necessary to hold an 
investigation for the credit of the of- 
ficials, as well as for their punishment. 
All were not guilty, and all were not 
equally guilty, but that certain officials 
were guilty has been proven by the de- 
partmental investigation held by Mr. Qg- 
ilvie.

That Wilson's money 
was returned to him and subsequently the 
timber on the same berth was sold to Bnrt- 
lett Bros, for 75 cents a cord, and the pur- 
chasers sold over a thousand cords nt a 
prollt of nt least $5 per cord. 

Conflicting Interests. 

That Joseph Edgar Glrouard, while regis- 
trar of lands and a member of the executive 
council of the district, practised ids profes- 
sion during office bourn and was financially 
Interested in mining claims.

Easy to Avoid 



Decision on Four Points of 
Policy Would Have Settled 
,Main Trouble. 



Gold Commissioner Unjustly 
Blamed While Fault Lies 
in His Orders. 



From Our Own Correspondent. 

Atlln, June 23.— The judicial Investigation 
before Mr. Justice Irving Into disputed 
claims is proceeding in slow stages, At the 
sitting this morning only two cases came 
up, and both were disposed of within an 
hour In favor of the original stakcrs. The 
trouble In both these cases bad arisen 
through Mining Recorder Rant having re- 
fused last fall to allow the claims to be 
recorded. They were both bench claims, 
and the reason given by the recorder for 
his refusal was that lie bad no time to 
attend to the registration of bench claims. 
One of them had been afterwards jumped, 
anil the jumper, who was In court, stated 
that lie bad. already done about $-100 worth 
of work on the claims. 

After the judge's decision had been given, 
the successful claimant stated that he had 
been compelled to pay $25 in order to bring 
the case into court; also *ii for a notarial 
document, and $2.50 to the gold commis- 
sioner, making In all $3J.."i0 expenses that 
the case had cost him. He said he was a 
poor man and could not afford to lose this 
sum, and he naked If the ?2."> fee and other 
charges would be paid back to him by the 
government. 

The judge replied that he had no author- 
ity to make disposal of the government's 
'money. The government had decided that 
each claimant having a case before the 
Inquiry should pay $25, and be (the Judge) 
had nothing to do with the government or 
Its actions. lie, however, would give judg- 
ment with costs of ?32.50 against the unsuc- 
cessful claimant, and if the latter was 
worth it the money could be collected from 
him, aim thus the successful claimant 
might be recouped for his outlay. He (the 
judge) being further questioned said he 
thought it was very likely that the govern- 
ment would return the fee of $25 to success- 
ful claimants. 

It will be remarked that all this leaves 
the matter in a very curious position. Here 
la a case In which the judge (perhaps 
"Commissioner" Is the proper appellation) 
orders the defeated claimant to pay back 
the fee of $'i"> to the successful claimant, 
and In the very next breath says It Is very 
likely the government will pay It back. 
If both these things are done, it will per- 
haps be something of a solatium to the man 
whose rights have been trilled with to get 
double payment; but It tnrows a vivid 
side-light on the haphazard nature of these 
whole proceedings, so far as the government 
Is concerned. 

Undoubtedly the reason why so slow pro- 
gress is being made In bringing disputes 
before the commission is that many miners 
who have claims in dispute either refuse 
to or are unable to pay the $25 fee-cblefly 
though because they are unable. They 
know too, that as soon as one or two cases 
come up Involving the decision of test 
questions, it will be the easiest thing In 
the world for them to decide whether it is 
worth while to take their cases Into court 
at all These questions. It has all along 
seemed to me. are very plain and simple, 
and I have often been puzzled to know 
why It was ever necessary that this elabor- 
ate anil expensive commission should have 
been issued. The essential points that re- 
quire to be settled are simply these: 

(1 ) Will claims that were staked and re- 
corded in good faith under the mistaken 
belief that the Atlin district was in the 
Northwest Territory be recognized and al- 
lowed? . , „ „ 

(2) If so, will the full area of the North- 
west claim. 250 feet, be allowed, or will 
the claimant require to reduce the area to 
the size of a ISrltlsh Columbia claim, 100 
feet, and In the latter case what will be 
the method of allotlng the area? 

,3.) Will the rights of claimants who 
were improperly refused records by ex-Mln- 
ing Recorder Rant be recognized and estab- 
lished? , ' 

(4 ) Some more accurate deflnUion ot wnat 
constitutes the side lines of a creek claim 

The above four points are those which 
require to be se.tled. and It will be appar- 
ent that they Involve nothing that might 
not hare been settled by the government 
at Victoria months ago, quite as well as 
by an expensive commissioner at Atlln now. 
With these points settled, any gold com- 
missioner or magistrate could have taken 
the evidence In the dlspmes and had all 
these difficulties quieted in April or May 
last at the latest. This would have been 
an enormous advantage to this district, 
would have saved the miners many thou- 
sans of dollarB and would have -prevented 
the loss of nearly a full ceason In the de- 
velopment of the placer mines of the dis- 
trict. 

Among the resolutions passed at the 
miners' meeting here last week— n full re- 
port of which I have sent to the Colonist- 
Is one more or less seriously criticizing the 
actions and abilities of Gold Commissioner 
J. D. Graham. In my opinion the censure 
In the resolution was wholly unjust. Mr. 
Graham had received insl ructions before 
coming up here that entirely stripped him 
of the ordinary powers exercised by gold 
commissioners. lie was powerless to settle 
any dispute, except through the force of 
such persuasion as he was able to exert, 
and this force he used with considerable 
effect on a number of, occasions of which 
I am personally cognizant. The cbnrge 
against him of "Indecision of character" Is 
removed n long way from the truth, for If 
t here Is one quality that Mr. Graham Is 
gifted with it Is strength of purpose nnd 
decisiveness of action. He may not always 
be "suariter In modo," but be certainly 
always "fortltler In re." Rut he was al- 
ways laboring under the fatal disability 
of having no power to act. I believe if 
the government had promptly settled the 
four points I have cited above, nnd had 
then Invented Mr. Graham with authority 
as a magistrate to adjudicate on the lndl 
vldual disputes, there would have been 
none of this long drawn out squabbling at 
all, and people would have been nbont 
their business on their claims , long ngo 
Mr. Graham is charged, too, with permitting 
the "nefarious practice" of allowing claims 
that had been jumped to be recorded with 
out any question. This "practice" Is Indeed 
bnd, but It Is the result of a defect In 
the law, and the gold commissioner had 
no power to refuse any record that was 
offered, and no authority to question In 
any manner the rights of those making 
the records. 

As to raining progress In the camp, claim 
holders on Pine creek are still kept from 
working by high wnter, which will probably 
last for two or three weeks longer, tin ail 
the other creeks, however, there Is no 
trouble from high wnter, nnd the reports 
that are now coming In are of a very satis- 
factory nature. A great ileal of work Is 
being done on MeKee creek, and I have 
recently seen a good deal of gold taken 
from these claims; In many of them they 
nre now working on bedrock, and the re- 
sults are quite satisfactory. The gold is n 
coarse and little worn and assays a value 
of about iflK. On Spruce. Wright, Willow 
and Otter creeks many men nre now em- 



ployed, nnd from whnt I can learn the 
feeling among the miners was never as 
satisfactory aa It is now. One thing, a 
good ninny of the men at work are learn- 
ing for the flrst time how to do placer 
mining, and as their experience increases, 
so do their prollts and their expectations/ 
Atlln next year will be a greater camp than 
It lias been this, and a permanent hydrnullc 
Industry will then have been established.
